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8 women: Charlie Rose harassed us

Eight women have told The 
Washington Post that longtime 
television host Charlie Rose 
made unwanted sexual advances 
toward them, including lewd 
phone calls, walking around na- 
ked in their presence, or groping 
their breasts, buttocks or genital 
areas. 

The women were employees or 
aspired to work for Rose at the 
“Charlie Rose” show from the 
late 1990s to as recently as 2011. 
They ranged in age from 21 to 37 
at the time of the alleged encoun- 
ters. Rose, 75, whose show airs on 
PBS and Bloomberg TV, also 
co-hosts “CBS This Morning” and 
is a contributing correspondent

for “60 Minutes.” 

There are striking commonali- 
ties in the accounts of the wom- 
en, each of whom described their 
interactions with Rose in multi- 
ple interviews with The Post. For 
all of the women, reporters inter- 
viewed friends, colleagues or 
family members who said the 
women had confided in them 
about aspects of the incidents. 
Three of the eight spoke on the 
record. 

Five of the women spoke on 


the condition of anonymity out 
of fear of Rose’s stature in the 
industry, his power over their 
careers or what they described as 
his volatile temper. 

“In my 45 years in journalism, 
I have prided myself on being an 
advocate for the careers of the 
women with whom I have 
worked,” Rose said in a state- 
ment provided to The Post. “Nev- 
ertheless, in the past few days, 
claims have been made about my 
behavior toward some former 
female colleagues. 

“Tt is essential that these wom- 
en know I hear them and that I 
deeply apologize for my inappro- 
priate behavior. I am greatly 
embarrassed. I have behaved in- 
sensitively at times, and I accept 
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In a statement, Charlie Rose said 
he had prided himself on being 
an advocate for women’s careers.

n the 597th day, the day he hoped everything 

would change, Joe Stewart woke early. He took 

15 pills in a single swallow. He shaved his head. 

And then he got down to the business of the day, 

which was the business of every day, and that was 

waiting. He looked outside and saw his mother there in 

a green sedan, engine running. So many months he had 

waited for this moment, and now it was here. Time for 
his Social Security disability hearing. Time to go. 

Stewart, 55, set out on crutches, tottering out of his 

mobile home and down a metal ramp he’d laid when 

stairs became too much. “I’m sweating my ass off,’ he 

said, getting into his mother’s car, his long-sleeved dress 

shirt hanging open. He tilted the passenger seat all the 

way down, placed a pillow at the small of his back and, 
groaning and wincing, settled in as best he could. 

“Did they say long-sleeved?” asked his mother, Jean 


Bingham, 73. 


“Tt was the only decent shirt I had!” he said. 

He knew only what he’d been told by his lawyer, who 
wanted to see him again before the hearing, and that 
was not to wear a T-shirt and to bring along a list of 
medications he uses to treat the pains that are all he has 
to show for a lifetime spent installing vinyl siding 
throughout Webster County. Neurontin for nerve pain. 
Baclofen for muscle spasms. Trazodone for depression. 
Hydroxyzine and buspirone for anxiety, a condition 
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597 days. 
And still waiting.

U.S. sues over 
AT&T's bid for 
Time Warner 


MOVE SETS UP MAJOR ANTITRUST BATTLE 


Some Democrats suggest political motivation for case

The Justice Department sued 
Monday to block AT&T’s $85 bil- 
lion bid for entertainment con- 
glomerate Time Warner, setting 
the stage for one of the biggest 
antitrust cases to hit Washington 
in decades. 

The move by the Justice De- 
partment’s antitrust division is 
unusual because it challenges a 
deal that would combine two 
different kinds of companies — a 
telecommunications giant with a 
media and entertainment com- 
pany. Antitrust officials are rela- 
tively untested in the courts on 
opposing such deals and have 
rarely tried to quash them. 

If successful, however, the gov- 
ernment’s case would send a 


strong signal across the business 
world that Washington is no 
longer looking as kindly on such 
mergers. 

“It may be one of the most 
important antitrust battles of 
modern times,” said Gene Kim- 
melman, a former federal anti- 
trust official and president of 
Public Knowledge, a consumer 
advocacy group. 

There is also political risk for 
the Justice Department. Some 
Democrats have expressed con- 
cern that antitrust officials could 
be seeking to block the deal 
because the Trump administra- 
tion has been highly critical of 
CNN, which is owned by Time 
Warner — a charge that the 
department and the White

Action is largely symbolic 
but allows some 
new sanctions

President Trump moved Mon- 
day to label North Korea a state 
sponsor of terrorism, a largely 
symbolic action that underscored 
the bleak prospects his adminis- 
tration sees for a swift diplomatic 
resolution to an escalating nuclear 
standoff. 

Trump’s announcement opens 
North Korea to a few new U.S. 
sanctions and potential legal lia- 
bilities. But it is unlikely to have 
wide practical effect on a nation 


that has managed to develop nu- 
clear weapons and sophisticated 
intercontinental ballistic missiles 
despite a heavy yoke of existing 
sanctions. 

“Tt should have happened along 
time ago. It should have happened 
years ago,” Trump said at the 
White House. 

That was a reference to the deci- 
sion nearly a decade ago to remove 
North Korea from the terrorism 
list as a diplomatic gesture. The 
2008 move, controversial at the 
time, was meant to reward North 
Korea for cooperation and to en- 
courage further negotiation. 

Trump has cast that overture 
from former president George W. 
Bush — a fellow Republican — as 
naive and misguided. Instead of 
lowering the risk of nuclear war, 
past efforts at negotiation have

provisional residency status

The Trump administration has 
given nearly 60,000 Haitians 
with provisional legal residency 
in this country 18 months to 
leave, announcing Monday that it 
will not renew the Temporary 
Protected Status (TPS) that has 
allowed them to remain here for 
more than seven years. 

The decision came after the 
Department of Homeland Secu- 
rity determined that the “extraor- 
dinary conditions” justifying 
their presence in the United 
States following a 2010 earth- 
quake “no longer exist,” accord- 
ing to a senior administration 
official. 

“Since the 2010 earthquake, 
the number of displaced people 
in Haiti has decreased by 97 per- 
cent,” acting Homeland Security 
secretary Elaine Duke said in a 


statement. “Significant steps 
have been taken to improve the 
stability and quality of life for 
Haitian citizens, and Haiti is able 
to safely receive traditional levels 
of returned citizens.” 

The 18-month deadline, Duke 
said, will allow for an “orderly 
transition,” permitting the Hai- 
tians to “arrange their departure” 
and their government to prepare 
for their arrival. 

The Haitians are among more 
than 300,000 foreigners, the ma- 
jority of them illegal arrivals from 
Central America, living here un- 
der TPS. The designation was 
created in 1990 to shield foreign 
nationals from deportation if the 
executive branch determined 
that natural disasters or armed 
conflict in their countries had 
created instability or precarious 
conditions.
